A THREAT TO KILL. 


Further in Rega rd to the Bru­ 
ner Murder. 


WAS TALK OF LYNCHING 


Alleged That Parmeuter Said That 
He’d K ill the Umpire at the 
First Opportunity. 


R eferring to the killing of Frank 
Bruner, the Missouri V alley league 
umpire, by Charles P¿lrmentar, a 
saloonkeeper, the Fort Scott Moni- 
tor sa y s; 
T he attorneys for the state in the 
Parm enter murder case say tkey 
have discovered much additional 
evidence, which 
w ill assure the 
conviction of Parmenter of murder 
in the first degree. 
On 
the day before he 
killed 
Bruner, Parmenter, according to 
the story told by one of the attor­ 
neys for the state, declared to some 
acquaintances that he would kil 
Bruner at the first opportunity. 
If Parmenter made the statement 
claim ed it would tend to show that 
it was done with malice 
afore­ 
thought, which constitutes murder 
in the first degree. 
Parmenter spends his time in 
jail smoking and pacing his cell. 
H e is very reticent and w ill not 
talk to any of the prisoners. 
He 
stated to the officers this morning, 
when they gave him his breakfast, 
that Bruner hit him w ith a rock 
and that he had to shoot to save 
his own Hfe. 
Those who have 
seen him say Parmenter’s eye does 
not show the signs of having been 
struck with a stone. 
It is terribly 
sw ollen and discolored, 
but the 
skin is not broken. 
N o one has 
testified so far that Bruner threw a 
stoi^e at his slayer. 
On nearly every street corner 
last night the murder was discussed 
and the prospects for a lynching 
W^ro so bright, says Chief Conw ay, 
that he patroled the streets until 
m idnight, fearing that such a move 
i-iight be made. 
Bruner’ s friends 
and 
relatives 
are 
^considerably 
w rought up over the murder, and 
it was openly stated on the streets 
that Parmenter was in danger of 
te in g lynched. 
W hile the author­ 
ities are not anticipating any ac­ 
tion from a mob, they are nevcr- 
tbetess careful about "the safety of 
their prisoner, and if any more 
threats are made Parmenter w ill in 
all 
probability be taken out of 
tow n for safe keeping. 
T he funeral of Frank Bruner was 
held Thursday 
afternoon 
at 3 
o ’clock at the home of his parents, 
near the old glass works. 
A large 
concourse of the friends of the 
dead man and sympathizers of the 
fam ily in their 
trouble attended. 
T h e services 
were conducted by 
R e v. Richardson, of the east side. 
Interm ent was made at Evergreen 
cem etery. 
The 
parents are old 
residents of the city and well re­ 
spected, and take the death of their 
son 
in 
a 
pitiable manner. 
His 
mother is 
prostrate from grief. 
M any of Bruner’s 
friends sent

Burglar Wliose Linen Is Mark­ 
ed “Davis.” 


TOWN MARSHAL 1 8 SHOT. 


4 Qairtette of Thiev es Su rp rised 
While Commiu iu g a Robbery

Marshal Henry Krohm was seri­ 
ously shot and an unknown burglar 
had his head blown off in a battle 
at Elyria, O., early Friday morn­ 
ing, 
The shooting occurred dur­ 
ing a fight with four robbers, who 
completely terrorized the town. 
The gang stole horses and rigs, en­ 
tered several houses and shot reck­ 
lessly in a wild charge down the 
main street of the town. 
The burglars entered the home 
of Town Marshal Krohm, who 
opened fire on them. 
When he had 
shot three times, one of the rob­ 
bers, who had jumped into a bug­ 
gy, got out and began blazing 
away at the mirshal. 
A t the third 
shot the latter fell with a bullet 
through his hip. 
J. E. Baird, who had in the 
meantime arrived at the scene, 
picked up the officer’s gun and 
continued the firing. 
The robbers, 
however, drove rapidly away. 
Baird followed them to the home 
of Supt. W. J. Hillier, 
of the 
Cleveland, 
Elyria 
and 
Western 
railway. 
Eve a when Baird again 
opened fire on the robbers, they 
walked into the Hillier home, after 
smashing the door. 
The noise on the street aroused 
Hillier and he reached for his gun, 
loaded with quail shot. 
A burglar 
cautiously opened the door and 
Hillier blew his head off with the 
first disch.arge. 
The other robber 
turned and ran, but Hillier dis­ 
charged the second barrel. 
The 
robber yelled and tottered, but did 
not fall. 
He ran into the street 
and disappeared. 
A posse was at once formed axd 
is pursuing the robbers. 
Marshal 
Krohm is seriously and perhapi 
fatally wounded. 
It is not known 
how badly the wounded robber is 
hurt. 
The dead robber’s linen is marked 
“ Davis.” 
He had in his pocket a 
mileage book sold at Oil City, Pa., 
to “ Mr. Davis.”

ANTIQUITY OF TABLECLOTH. 


An glo-Sax on s Thou ght Din n er In con i* 
pUte Withou t It. 
At a v ery early period it was cu s­ 
tomary to spread a cloth or cov er 
u pon , tables appropriated for holdin g 
refreshmen t« , an d in the more en 
n obled ran ks of society we fin d this 
practice prev alen t almost amon g all 
n ation s, where civ ilization has pol­ 
ished the man n ers of the people. 
The u se of the table cloth amon g 
the Roman s, accordin g to the Boston 
Globe, began in the time of the early 
emperors. Their fabric was fin e lin en , 
gen erally mu ch orn amen ted, with 
stripes of gold an d pu rple, an d some­ 
times pain ted or wrou ght with gold, 
decorated at the corn ers with golden 
tags. 
The u se of table lin en was v ery rare 
in ^En glan d abou t the thirteen th ecn - 
tu ry ; bu t we fin d the An glo-Sax on s, 
before the Norman con qu est, din ed 
with a clean cloth, den omin ated reod 
sceat, which was by their su ccessors 
termed drapet; this latter term we 
fin d in sev eral in stan ces in ^‘Spen cer's 
Faery Qu een ,” ev iden tly allu din g to 
lin en cloths. 
In the life of St. Iv es we fin d it 
men tion ed that ev en a cloth was laid 
for a poor man . 
Du can ge relates a sin gu lar feu dal 
priv ilege; ‘That the Lord was en ­ 
titled to the table cloth an d towel 
u sed at the hou se where He din ed; 
the hon or of a frequ en t v isit wou ld 
su rely hav e made Him n o welcome 
gu est when we con sider the v alu e of 
these articles at that time. 
The same au thor relates that 
father giv in g adv ice to his son most 
stron gly u rges him, as a mean s of 
•fu tu re su ccess in life, to hav e his 
table cov ered with a clean cloth. An d 
we fin d there was a v iolen t complain t 
made again st the mon ks for pu ttin g 
their v isitors to a table, n ot withou t 
an y cloth certain ly , bu t before a dirty 
on e.

“An tiqu ities” 
writes that damask table lin en is of 
v ery an cien t date an d qu otes La 
Brocqu irere for a description of some 
table cloths u sed abroad; he say s: 
“They are fou r feet in diameter an c 
made rou n d, hav in g rin gs attachée 
to them, an d are, when the din n er is 
fin ished, drawn u p together like a 
pu rse, so that n ot a cru mb of the rem­ 
n an t s may be lost.”
